SECURITY BAD FOR THE 
NERVOUS. 

Some surprising facts about nervous 
people were mentioned by Dr. Millais 
Culpin, Lecturer on Psychoneurosis at 
Lendon University, when addressing tho 
annual Congress of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute at Margate yesterday. 

Some of the best work in the world 
had been done by nervous people, he said, 
but they could only do that work if the) 
were in jobs where their nervousness 
would not hinder them. Strangely 
enough, it was often bad for nervous 
people to have security of employment. 
They were frightened by the rigidity of a 
firm where work was secure. Fear of 
rigidity was one of the main causes of 
so-called nervous breakdowns. 

Often, too, waorkpeople would develop 
physical defects which were due to thie 
same fear. They felt that they were in 
the centre of a huge soulless concern, and 
that no complaint that they made could 
ever reach the proper quarter. This was 
a more serious problem in industry than 
fear of the ‘* boss.” 3 

The most serious difficulties arose in 
firms where everyone was afraid of every- 
one else, the employers afraid of. the 
unions and the men afraid of the “ boss.

of Bachelor of Agriculture. Candidates for 
the scholarships must be between the ages. of 
17 and 30 on the 15th November, 1950, and 
must have passed the matriculation examina- 
tion of the Queen's University or its accepted 
equivalent. 

TKligible applicants will be submitted by 
the Ministry to an examination, the object 
of which will be to test their knowledge of 
practical agriculture, or their knowledge of 
elementary science, as applied to agriculture. 
The date of the examination has been fixed 
for, October, in order that candidates who 
have not. as yet. matriculated may have an 
opportunity of doing so at the autumn 
matriculation examipation of the Queens 
University. Further iculars regarding 
the scholarships may obtained from the 
Secretary, Ministry of Agriculture, Welling- 
ton place, Belfast: It should be noted one

KILMORE, ELPHIN AND 
ARDAGH SYNOD. 


BISHOP OF KILMORE ON 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION, 


There was a large attendance of clergy and 
laity at the Synod of the United Dioceses of 
Kilmore, Elphin and Ardagh, held in Boyle 
yesterday. His lordship, the Right Rev. 
W. A. Barton, D.D., presided. 

In the course of his address his lordship 
said--We cannot meet together to-day at this 
Synod without reference to the loss which 
this diocese has sustained in the death of 
Bishop Moore. It is one which is shared 
by the whole Church of Ireland, His wisdom 
and financial ability will be missed in her 
counsels, the kindness of his personality in 
her gatherings. 

He also paid tributes to the memories of 
Mr. Merrick Lloyd, Croghan, Boyle, and the 
Rey. C. A. Rainsford, of the parish of St. 
John’s, Sligo, whose deaths occurred since the 
last meeting of the Synod. 

“I take this opportunity,” said his lJord- 
ship, “ the first occasion on which I have 
had the honour of being present at your 
Synod, of thanking you for the honour you 
have done me in calling me to be your Bishop. 
The fact that the call came directly from 
you has made the thought of coming 
very much more pleasant and encouraging, 
from my point of view. I wish to thank you 
also most sincerely for the friendliness of the 
welcome I have received. It has made the 
memory of my first visit to this part of the 
united diocese one which shall ever be among 
uy happiest.” 

PROBLEMS OF THE CHURCH. 

His Lordship continued: ‘‘It has been 
brought home to me forcibly in mahy ways 
that one of the most serious problems facing 
the Church of Ireland is the matter of the 
religious education of her children in places 
where the Church population is small. In 
many places schools under Church manage- 
ment have had to be closed down because 
there were not enough children available to 
keep up the required average. The remain- 
ing children have, in most cases, to attend 
schools which are under other management. 
All will. respect us for being concerned 
that the religious education of the children 
should not suffer thereby. 1 believe that it 
is the case that the clergy have the right of 
entry for the purpose of ge re instruction 
into all public elementary schools, and 1 feel 
convineed that every facility will be granted 
them when asked for. 1 am sure that this 
work is being done where feasible; but i 
know that many difficulties arise, and it is 
our duty to think out the solution of them, 


> 


a solution which will make it possible for 


our most isolated children to be carefully 
taught the doctrines, history, and faith of 
our Church. [ hope, in the course of time, to 
send the clergy a questionaire on this sub- 
ject. 1 hope they will understand that. in 
doing so my desire is to be able to ascertain 
and tabulate the facts, to visualise the needs 
and their magnitude, with the idea of form- 
ing some scheme which may help not only 
our own diocese, but others that have to face 
the same problem, often in a more inténse 
form. 

In the course of a discussion relative to 
education, members urged. that the clergy 
should go to such schools as referred to by 
his lordship and give religious instruction 
therein to children of their Church, 

His lordship said that could be done, and 
he was sure that the right of entry which he 
believed existed would not be denied. 

Others members declared that in the 
schools. referred to a “' Catholic atmosphere '' 
was created. In the Church of Ireland 


schools a religious atmosphere was not sought,

ABSENT MINISTERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—On the. occasion of the passage 
through the Seanad of the Increase of Rent 
and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Bull, 
1930, Senator O'Farrell, in reply to Senator 
Sir Jolin Keane 's trenchant criticism of the 
principles of rent restriction, made the fol- 
lowing statement :—‘‘ As old houses become 
vacant, I understand they are free from re- 
strictions as far as new tenants are con- 
cerned.’’ Senator Sir John Keane imme- 
diately said no; but the Chairman of the 
Seanad intervened and stated: “I under- 
stand the Mimister says yes.” It is very 
regrettable that the absence of the Minister 
on this occasion resulted in the Chairman, 
no doubt unwittingly, misleading the mem- 
bers of the Seanad. 

Senator O’Farrell's statement is incorrect, 
as reference to Section 5, Subsection I., of 
the 1926 Act will prove. This section pro- 
vides that in cases of houses, having a rate- 
able value exceeding £20, which become 
vacant after the passing of the 1926 Act, the 
Rent Acts shall cease to apply; but it does 
not provide, as Senator O'Farrell would have 
us believe, that all houses are aecontrolled 
on coming into possession of the owner. 

It seems impossible to believe that the 
members of the Seanad, some of whom are 
experienced lawyers, treated the passage of 
this continuing bill with any degree of con- 
sideration at all before Senator O'Farrell, as 
a responsible legislator, made a statement 
interpreting a section of an Act, and before 
the Chairman of the same body permitted 
his authority to be added to that statement. 
Care should have been taken to consult the 
relevant section in the Act itself. Further- 
more, the attitude of the Chairman on the 
same occasion in refusing to accept amend- 
ments in the name of Sir John Nia on 
the grounds that amendments purporting to 
alter the. principles of the Rent, Acts, fa23. 
1929, could not be accepted, is surely unten- 
able. As a matter of ay the amendments 
in question did not seek to alter the prin- 
ciples of the Acts. Indeed, one of the prin- 
cipal amendments was quite the contrary. It 
was an amendment based upon and taken 
from the Rent Act of 1926, and omitted, it 
is submitted, inadvertently from the Act of 
1929 and the present bill. 

In conclusion, I may say that my Associa- 
tion views with alarm the apparent lack of 
care and accuracy, quite apart from the 
obvious disregard of the interests of property 
with which this legislative assembly dis- 
charges its duties —Yours, ete.

IN ROYAL PALACE.

OSLO, Friday. 

The baby daughter of Prince Olaf, 
Crown Prince of Norway, and of Princess 
Martha, was christened to-day in the 
Royal Chapel, in the presence of the King 
and Queen of Norway, her grand-parents ; 
the Crown Prince and Crown Princess, 
Prince Carl and Princess Ingeborg of 
Sweden, her maternal grand-parents, and 
Prince Axel and Princess Margaretha of 
Denmark, her uncle and aunt by marriage. 
The Swedish Minister represented the 
King of Sweden, who was one of the 
sponsors, among the other sponsors being 
the Duke of York and Princess Victoria, 
who did not personally attend the christen- 
ing. The guests included the members of 
the Government and of the Diplomatic 
Corps and high civil and military authori- 
ties. 

The Bishop of Oslo officiated, and ex- 
pressed the joy of the Norwegian people 
at the birth of the little Princess, the first 
Royal child to be born in Norway for 
hundreds of years. 

Queen Maud of Norway held her grand- 
child over the font while the baby received 
the names of Ragnhild Alexandra.

FILM CENSOR'S 
TASK, 


THE PROBLEM OF 'THE 
“TALKIE.”

~~ 


After being ' shut down”’ for a fortnight 
to enable the Western Electric Company to 
insta! the necessary apparatus in the 
Free State Film Censor’s Office, the 
work of the Censor has now been 
resumed, and henceforth all certificates 
issued will appear without the absurd 
endorsement, ‘Plot and sound - not cen- 
soréd,” which was necessary under the old 
conditions. The Amending Act, however, is 
not retrospective, and the endorsement will 
be shown for some months to 
come, us there were close on a hundred films 
passed which have not yet been released for 
public exhibition. tenters, however, must 
report the import of extra copies of films now 
showing which have been worn out on ex- 
hibition, and the Censor may order these 
copies to run the gauntlet. : 

‘he Censor’s new duties. under the Act, 
are most exacting. It will be readily ad- 


mitted that the difficulties of censorship and 
the maintenance of standards of Christian 
morality and common decency have been 
seriously increased by the advent of the soun( 
film. For the past eighteen months or so 
all that the Censor could do was to order 
the deletions of semi-nudity or scenes of 
erotic passion, as he was not empowered to 
deduce a plot from the visual scene. One 
might conclude from the general tone of the 
films of to-day that the average “talkie ”’ 
was devoted to ballet girls, crooks, 
cabarets, gangsters and gunmen. The 
“falgke'” is sounding the knell of 
clean speech. Indeed, many hold 
the view that the ‘ talkie’ is killing the 
art of the cinema, which, prior to its advent, 
was steadily releasing itself from the position 
of being a parasite of the drama, and was 
becoming an independent art. Now the re 
production of stage plays tends to end its 
development. The better the reproduction— 
as in the case of “ The Last of Mrs. Chey- 
nev '—-the worse for the art of the screen. 

They say that the Russian films are 
wonders of the “silent screen.” but. being 
dyed '' Red,” they are outside the pale. 

It is to be regretted that the British pro 
ducers are influenced by the Hollywood ideal: 
they ate losing a great opportunity. 


AN UPHILL FIGHT. 


[t will be many months before the influence 
of the new Act will be apparent to the 
public, and the Censor will have an uphill 
fight to restore the comparatively clean 
“screen “ which had been secured up to the 
advent of the “ talkie.’’ 

The mechanical difficulties of censorship 
may be made clear by a brief description of 
the two main methods used to reproduce 
sound. 

In “ sound on film *’ there is a sound track 
(variable bands and serrations, respectivelv' 
recorded on the side of the film itself. i 

In “sound on dise’’ the sound is re- 
corded on a gramaphone disc, mechanically 
synchronised with the film. ; 

In the first type eliminations can be made 
as in the case of silent film. In the second 
(disc) system, eliminations destroy synchroni- 
sation and spoil the picture: it is not possible 
to cut objectionable words or phrases from 
the disc. It would seem then that the 
Censor’s objection to any part-of “ sound on 
disc’ film will mean its total re 
jection. The new Act gives him power to 
refuse to grant a certificate if the deletions 
are made by an obvious hiatus in the film 
to replace the gap caused by a cut—an 
asterisk is often more eloquent than the 
printed word. 


A SET OF RULES. 


there has been a good deal of talk in trade 
circles in connection with a set of rules sent 
to the renters by the Censor. So far as one 
can learn, however, these rules were not new. 
They have been in operation for vears, and 
were re-issued with a view to securing a fair 
distribution of work day by day. The 
Censor’s staff is very limited, consisting of a 
secretary, two operators and 
wind the films. The Censor is a “' Corpora- 
tion sole.’’ He cannot have an assistant, 
but when he is ill or on vacation a deputy 
is appointed with full powers under the 
seal of the Ministry for Justice. 

His 
Not only has he to keep alert to sight and 
sound on the screen for four or five hours 
daily, but he has to deal with thousands of 
pictorial advertisements connected with the 
cinema, such as posters, “stills” 
paper advertisements. 

in connection with ‘‘talkies,’’ a copy of 
the script of each film is deposited with 
the Censor and it is before him during the 
screening of the picture. As the various 
reels of the story are projected on the screen 
he compares the audible dialogue or songs 
with the text. This precaution is essential, 
as Americanese is often unintelligible, even 
when audible. 

The new apparatus is effective. The 
dialogue is so tuned that it sounds at an 
ordinary conversational pitch, and when 
certain alterations have been carried out by 
the Board of Works the viewing room will be 
sound proof. The lighting of the screen, 
however, is .not

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AN HONOURABLE 
ROLL. 


FROM. IRELAND TO 
ARABIA,

T is remarkable that the dog, which in 
AA all ages has bean most closely the 
friend and companion of man, is made, 
both in legend and romance, to partake of 
the mixed nature of man himself, and to 
appear sometimes in close connection with 
the hosts of evil. and at others,- not. less 
conspicuously, as a supporter of all that 
is goed. Throughout the East, where the 
dog wanders in troops, neglected and 
savage, his name has been a term of re- 
proach from the earliest times. We are 
all familiar with this application of it in 
the Bible, in which, indeed, the dog is 
always regarded as an animal mysteriously 
unclean. Yet the nobler qualities of the 
dog—his fidelity and sagacity—must have 
been recognised in ancient times. In all 
the Indo-European languages his name. 
like those of the cow, the sheep and the 
horse, belongs to the most primitive class 
of roots; a sufficient proof that he must 
have been one of the domestic animals of 
the great Aryan family at a very early 
period. 

All are familiar with the earliest and 
the oldest dog of antiquity, of whom we 
bave any account—Argus, of Ithaca, 
Immortalised by Homer’ in the 
‘‘ Odyssey.’’ He recognised Ulysses, in 
rags, efter twenty years of foreign travel. 
wagged his tail, licked his master’s hand, 
and died of joy and fidelity. The picture 
of King Arthur’s hunt among the woods 
of Caerleon would have been incomplete 
if the story-tellers had failed to supply 
the *‘clear-faced king” with such a 
follower as Cavall, the “ hound of deepest 
mouth,” for whose baying, as Tennysop 
tells us, Guinevere listened when she 
stood with Geraint on the knoll above the 
water of Usk. Very famous was Cavall, 
and numerous his deeds in pursuit of wolf, 
boar and red deer. Whether he lies under 
‘Carn Cavall.”’ on the mountains of 
Brecon, cr whether he followed his master 
to the enchanted Isle of Avalon, is left 
uncertain; hut he was no less worthy of 
admission there than Gorban, the white 


houn‘’l of the Welsh bard, Ainmad, who, [{ 


in the lament which he poured forth for 
his old companion of the chase, declares 
that they would meet again, dog and 
master, “ on the clouds of their rest.” 


FIONN’S HOUND. 


The canine following of Fionn MacCuwm- 
haill was throughout his life an 
extensive one: but Bran alone is the 
figure which has been raised into celebrity 
beside his master. Bran is described as 
“a ferocious, small-headed hound: 
having the eyes of a dragon, the claws of 
a wolf, the vigour of a lion, and the 
venom of a serpent.’’ Fate decreed that 
Bran finally met his death by means of « 
woman. Fionn and the Fianna hunted a 
magic deer (white, with golden hoofs), 
which fled to County Clare, with 
Bran. in close pursuit. All were 
outpaced save Fionn, and he and the dog 
and the quarry reached the eastern brow 
of the hill as the sun set, and then dashed 
down the slope. At the cliff of Tir-mic- 
Urain the deer made a wondrous leap into 
the pool, and Bran followed, seizing the 
deer as she rose to the surface of the 
water; but, suddenly, she changed into 
the form of a beautiful maiden,, and.

Whether 
Sauer-—who, in spite of his attentive 
courtiers, was at last torn to pieces by 
wolves—belonged to the grcat Norwegian 
hounds or to the toy-dog family must 
remain uncertain. There is a dog which 
Southey “loved in imagination, and has 
bequeathed to us. He helonged to 
Roderick, the last King of the Visgoths, 
who, having escaped in tho guise of a 
peasant from the battlefield, where he had 
been defeated, returned to his shattered 
hingdom after a hermit life of many 
years. His dog, Theron, alone knew him. 
“. ... Thou, Theron, thou hast known 

Thy poor lost master—Theron, none but

A SPECTACLE AND ITS ISSUE. 


The celebrated stage spectacle, called 
“The Forest of Bondy, or Doz of Mon- 
targis,’’ is founded on a well-known story 
recorded by Montfaucon as having 
occurred in France during the reign of 
Charles V. This story of the murder of 
Aubri de Montidier by the Chevalicr 
Macaire, and the discovery of the crime 
by means of the victim’s dog, with the 
judicial combat in which the quadruped 
proved victorious, has been too often told 
to bear repetition. This melodrama was 
one of the most successful ever produced ; 
but it proved a source of loss to Frederick 
Jones, the manager and patentee of the 
Dublin Theatre Royal, who had engaged a 
leur-footed ‘‘star’’; but, having a 
quarrel with his owner, substituted 


another performance on the night of a. 


ha W sm command, by Lord Whitworth, 
and had the theatre wrecked in -onge- 
quence.

Britain’s air services are not peculiar; 
for Lord Thomson added that there was 
no part of the world, except a small place 
in South America, where he could “ see 
civil aviation immediately as a com- 
mercial proposition.’’ Yet, confident of a 
successful future, the air experts of every 
nation continue to open up new routes, to 
improve conditions of air service, and to 
render their vessels more comfortable, 
safer, and in every way more suitable to 
the needs of traffic. Lord Thomson believes 
that the direct route across the Atlantic 
from East to West in an aeroplane never 
will prove practicable for commercial 
purposes ; and at least two gallant Irish- 
men, as we do not doubt, will corroborate 
his belief. Europe and America, however, 
must be linked if the world’s service is to 
be complete, and experts are considering 
a less direct, but safer, route by way of 
Greenland, which, if all goes well, will 
enable Chicago to be reached from Croydon 
in three or four days. There is nothing 
fantastic in the idea that, within a couple 
of years, all parts of the British Empire 
will be linked by a chain of airways, and 


| that, if the public supports the venture, 


airships will become the recognised means 
of transport on long journeys. 

The airship and the aeroplane have 
proved their worth in war; it remains 
for them to establish their highest value. 
Common intelligence shows how their 
functions will be divided to the best 
purpose. The aeroplane, faster and more 
manageable, be employed in the 
transport of mails, and, generally, for 
conveyance over short distances. The air- 
ship, quieter, larger, and more comfort- 
able, will prevail on all long-distance 
routes, and will become the normal 
vehicle for all heavy loads of passengers 
or of goods. Hitherto air transport has not 
appealed to the public by reason of its 
cost. That problem, of course, is depen- 
dent as much on the ordinary economic 
maxims as on the intrinsic expense of the 
flying stock. To ensure safety a vast 
engine power must be provided, and at 
present every load carried by commercial 
air vehicles must be large enough to cover 
that cost. When the public demand 1s 
sufficiently great and constant there will 
be no reason why goods or passenger 
charges on an air liner should be any 
larger than they are by rail or water. Air 
transport is very new, and its progress 
has been remarkably rapid. The 
public still regard it as a novelty, and 
refuse to treat it seriously, as they refuse 
to treat other novelties seriously. Yet 
more and more the new mode of travelling 
is capturing the popular fancy, and in a

How will this radical change affect 
Ireland? This island is situated in a key 
position as the furthest outpost of Europe 
on the West—the ideal jumping-off ground 
for air commerce with the American con- 
tinent. The Graf Zeppelin has shown 
that direct communication with America 
is by no means impracticable to the air- 
ship, however many difficulties it may 
present to the aeroplane. it behoves 
Ireland, North and-South, to make every 
effort that it shall not be found wanting 
when the full day of civil aviation dawns. 
As yet, although many words have been 
spoken and many proposals have been dis- 
cussed, there is not even an air service in 
operation between Ireland and England. 
Irish statesmen have boasted often that 
our country does not intend to be a back- 
wash of any nation. Her opportunity for 
prominence in one large matter will come 
sooner or later, if she is prepared to meet 
it. Nature has appointed Ireland as the 
focussing-point of a vast share of the 
future world’s traffic, and it will be a 
national calamity if her claim must be dis- 
regarded through a lack of foresight and 
preparation. A small body of Irishmen 
has worked hard to educate the people to 
a sense of their advantage. We hope that 
its labours will not be vain. In the past 
the Government of Saorstat Eireann has 
proved that it possesses vision. When it 
subsidised the Shannon Scheme it showed 
confidence in a future industrial develop- 
ment that would justify the expense of the 
huge conception. Here is an issue writ 


more largely still. 


Shettleston’s Lesson. 


The result of the Shettleston by-election, 
which was declared yesterday, possesses 
some significant features. In the first 
place, Labour’s majority has decreased 
from 6,724 to 306, an abatement for which 
the presence of two ‘‘ freak ’’ candidates, 
Mr. MeNicol, a Scottish Nationalist, and 
Mr. Saklatvala. does not account. In the 
next place, the total poll has shrunk 
by more than seven thousand votes, and 
herein we may seek the signs of the 
times. If we assume that all the electors 
who voted for Messrs. McNicol and 
Saklatvala in their absence would have 
supported Mr. McGovern—no unreason- 
able assumption—we have a position in 
which the Labour and Conservative vétes 
have dwindled jointly in the ratio of 
about five to two. While such a back- 
sliding of political responsibility in any 
constituency always must be a serious 
matter, the causes are manifest, and 
promise well for the Conservative Party 
at the next general election. Until 
recently the Labour Party was the party 
of perfervid missionary zeal and 
could rely only upon its own disciples. 
For various reasons, this state of 
affairs no longer obtains, and the Labour 


‘Party now enjoys, and suffers from, the 
ephemeral vagaries of an uncertain elec- 
torate, which, for lack of a better designa- 
tion, usually are termed “ the swing of 


the pendulum.” In some measure this

“As She is Spoke.’’ 


The pronunciation of the English 
language always has been a sore trial to 
foreigners. They cannot understand 
why ‘‘ bough” should be pronounced 
differently from “ rough,’’ why “ cough ”’ 
and “ though ” should not rhyme with 
both, and why “ lough’”’ should have a 
pronunciation all its own, These little 
vagaries make our language interesting, 
although they vex the stranger, and it was 
only recently, when the British Broad- 
casting Corporation published its official 
list of pronunciations, that most of us 
began to realise just how difficult the 
English language was. One seeks in vain 
for a proper standard. A word that is 
pronounced one way in Dublin has quite 
another sound in Aberdeen, while London 
and Glasgow are almost unintelligible to 
each other. How can one know the exact 
pronunciation of any word? The problem 
has been tackled by the Japanese 
Consulate-General in London. During the 
last few days the brother of the Emperor 
of Japan, Prince Takamatsu, has been on 
a visit to England with his charming bride, 
Princess Kikuko, whose name means 
“ Enduring Delight.’’ It seems that 
Londoners have been having a certain 
amount of difficulty with the Prince’s 
name; so the Consulate-General, accord- 
ing to a morning newspaper, has informed 
them gravely that the correct pronuncia- 
tion is ‘‘ Tarkarmartsoo,’’ with the accent 
on the “ mart.” With equal gravity the 
additional information is given that the 
‘“r”’ must not be rolled. It merely signi- 
fies that the “a” is long. Thus the 
Cockney has come into his own. His pro- 
nunciation of ‘‘idear’’ and ‘“ lawr’”’ 
scems to have secured semi-official recogni- 
tion, and we probably shall be told soon 
that '“Jarparn ” is a country in ‘‘Asiar.”’ 
There is a legend that the purest English 
is spoken in Dublin and Inverness, and we 
are beginning to think that, so far as 
Dublin is concerned, there must be some- 
thing init. At any rate. no Dubliner ever 
would dream of saying “ Tarkarmartsoo ”’ 
—the logical conclusion of which would 
be “ Ballinar’’ or ‘‘ Czecho-Slovarkiar !”

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We have had occasion fron: time to time 
to congratulate the Free State Post Office 
on the efficiency of its services, and, on 
the whole, although it has many short- 
comings, most of which are due to lack 
of funds, it does its work quietly and 
well. <A has broucht to our 
notice, however, which demands the 
immediate attention of Mr. Heffernan. 
Recently a Dublin business man wrote to 
the Post Office on a matter of business. 
In due course he document 
from “ Post CUheanntay, Bhaile Atha 
Cliath,’’ written entirely in the Irish 
language. Not knowing any Irish, he was 
forced to seek the assistance of a Gaelic 
speaker to decipher this strange missive, 
and after much difficulty he discovered 
that it was simply an acknowledgment of 
his letter, and an intimation that the 
matter would attention in due 
course. We realise that the Free State 
Governinent is doing everything in its 
power to foster the study of the Irish 
tongue; but surely this kind of thing is 
unreasonable. Deplorable as the fact may 
be, most business men in Dublin are com- 
pletely ignorant of Irish, and the despatch 
of documents to them in that language 
is merely stupid. According to the Free 
State Constitution, the national language 
of the Free State is Irish; ' but the 
English language shall be equally recog- 
nised as an official language.” Even the 
Constitution itself was published in an 
“ English translation.’? For purposes of 
window-dressing the use of Irish in official 
documents is harmless; but the Post Office 
is, or ought to be, a business institution, 
ir. which no play-acting ought to be 
tolerated. We hope that Mr. Heffernan 
wili take steps to prevent the recurrence 
of such an incident.

NAVIGATOR'’S STORY.

NEW YORK, Friday, 
Southern Cross left Vort- 
beach, near Dublin, for the 
United States, Major Kingsford-Smith 
made a wonderful take-off, circling 
boldly out to the ocean. By the time we 
had covered a few miles I already had 
ihe courses worked out for everything 
except wind, 

For the first quarter of an hour it was 
rough going until [ got the ranging of 
the drift meter. I did not know what 
ithe wind would be, and I could not tell 
the strength until I sighted a ship's 
smoke on the seas, which were fortu- 
nately rather calm. 

From then onwards we settled down for 
five hundred miles of a dull, monotonous 
flight, with strong westerly breezes. We 
pulled the Southern Cross on to her true

A TROUBLESOME WIND. 
Suddenly the wind dropped a little and 
we saw the sun for the first time, and 
we were delighted to find that we were 
nicely on our course. Almost as soon as 
we had checked ourselves, however, the 
wind started from the north-west, and I 
was kept busy all the while watching thie 
drift sights, because the wind was con- 
stantly keeping us off a straight line, 
Every ten minutes I made a sight to 
check our position.

Instead of 
finding a modern aerodrome, we sighted 
Harbour Grace landing place, which is 
nothing more than a run-way, but it got 
us down with a perfect landing on the 
other side of the earth from which we had 
started. 

Even although it was pretty serious 
undertaking, I would do it again, and, 
besides, the beautiful flight yesterday 
along the American coast to New York 
would have made it worth while anyhow.

DEAN’S BRILLIANT CAREER. 


Dean Inge, who has made a world-wide 
reputation as preacher, scholar, theologian 
and popular writer, has been Dean of St. 
Paul's since 1911. Born at Crayke, 
Yorkshire, ho celebrated his seventieth 
birthday this month. His father, the late 
Rev. Dr. . William Inge, Provost of 
Worcester College, Oxford, married a 
daughter of the Ven. Edward Churton, 
. Archdeacon of Cleveland. The Dean, who 
is thus a grandson of an Archdeacon, him- 
self married the daughter of an Arch- 
deacon. 

Educated at Eton and Cambridge, the 
future Dean’s career at the University 
was one of exceptional brilliance. His 
name is honoured.in Cambridge annals as 
having been Bell Scholar, Porson Scholar, 
Craven Scholar, Brown Medallist, Senior 
Chancellor’s Medallist and Hare Prize- 
man. Karly in his career he was for a 
few years an assistant master at Eton. 
His one incumbency was that of All 
Saints, Ennismore Gardens London, 
S.W., which he held from 1905 to 1907. 
In the latter year ho became Lady 
Margaret Professor of Divinity at 
Cambridge and Fellow of Jesus College. 
In 1911 he relinquished his professorship 
to become Dean of St. Paul’s. 

The Dean, who holds honorary doctorates 
of several universities, has been repeatedly 
select preached both at Oxford and 
Cambridge. He has held many impor;unt 
lectureships both in Great Britain and 
the United States, and is the author of 
many books. 


GANON ALEXANDER, 


Canon Alexander, who had a distin- 
guished career at Oxford, has been a canon 
and treasurer of St. Paul’s since 1909. 
Previously he was for seven years a 
Canon of Gloucester.. At an earlier period 
he was reader of the Temple Church. 

There are several precedents for the 
conferment of the Royal Victorian Order 
upon prelates and other eminent clergy. 
Thus the late Archbishop Lord Davidson 
was created K.C.V.O.—without receiving 
knighthood—in~1902. -Two years later he 
was promoted G.C.V.O., and im 1911 was

The Bishop of London has been a 
K.C.V.O. for many years. Another dis- 
tinguished cleric who was thus decoratcd 
was the late Right Rev. Dr. Andrew 
Wallace Williamson, who was Dean of 
the Order of the Thistle and the Chapel 
Royal in Scotland, Minister of St. Giles, 
Edinburgh, and Chaplain-in-Ordinary to 
the King in Scotland. 


IRISH ARCHITECT HONOURED. 


Sir M. E. Macartney is the fourth son 
of the late Maxwell Macartney, of Rose 
brook, County Armagh. He was one of 
the founders of the Art Workers’ Guild 
(Master, 1900) and also one of the founders 
of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition Society. 
A Bachelor of Arts of Oxford, he was the 
editor of the Architectural di? view from 
1906 to 1920. He has also held the posi- 
tion of consulting architect to Durham 
Cathedral. He married Blizabeth, second 
daughter of the first Baron Ritchie, of 
Dundee.

GROWTH SINCE PRE-WAR DAYS. 


Mr. Gillett submitted statistics of 
exports and imports, and observed that 
when they compared the figures for 1914 
‘vith those of 1927 and saw the growth 
during those years of the goods purchased 
by the Dominions from all parts of the 
world, they must realise that they were 
not holding their place in the business 
life of the Dominions. 

‘What can be done to draw closer the 
commercial ties that unite the various 
parts of the Empire?’’ Mr. Gillett asked. 
He suggested that it might be possible 
to arrange for an agreed interchange of 
products and goods for a definite period. 
The Dominions might help us on lJinés 
somewhat similar to the assistance given 
in this country by the Empire Marketing 
Board for products of the Empire, 

Wherever in the world great exhibi- 
tions were held an exhibit of Empire, 
embracing all the countries of the 
Empire, would make a _ tremendous 
appeal, greater, by far than exhibits by 
each individual unit of the Empire. 
They should, in short, live in every-day 
life the Empire partnership which they 
professed. 

He announced that the Overseas 
Department was attempting to build up 
for the use of our merchants and manu 
facturers a system that would provide 
them not only with information about 
markets, but also about individual firms. 
As they rationalised at home, so they 
might reorganise and unite abroad. 

Mr. G. A. L. Green, South Africa, said 
that the outlook for British trade in South 
Africa was distinctly better. Some trade 
had been lost by Great Britain, but it 
would not have been lost if the manu- 
facturers had been more alive to the needs 
of the market.

CANADIAN TRAIN IN RIVER. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SUDBURY, ONTARIO, Friday. 

Four young children were drowned and 
the fireman of the locomotive was killed, 
when the Colonist and day coaches of an 
east-bound Canadian National train were 
partially submerged in the Vermillion 
River, in a lonely part of Northern 
Ontario, following a derailment, which was . 
the consequence of many hours of torren- 
tial rains. Twenty-one persons were 
injured, but only a few of them seriously. 

The accident occurred at night during a 
heavy storm, which, with the darkness, 
hampered the rescue work. Seven cars 
were derailed by the wash-out, but only 
two plunged into the river, 

A rescue train, carrying doctors and 
nurses, was sent to the scene of the acci- 
dent as soon as possible from Napreol, and 
the injured persons were taken to the 
hospital there.

VATICAN ORGANS 
CHALLENGE.

ROME, Friday. 

Since the publication of the White 
Book, the Vatican has maintained com- 
plete reserve on the Maltese question, the 
officials refusing to comment in any way 
on the decision of the British Government 
to suspend the Maltese Constitution. 
Vatican circles, however, have the im- 
pressiou that, while the Holy See cannot 
approve such á measure, it is as a pro- 
visional solution, the least harmful that 
could be applied. 

It is suggested here that, under the new 
arrangement, Lord Strickland’s post as 
adviser of the Governor will be a merely 
nominal one, and that the modification 
of the Electoral Law, with the retention 
of Lord Strickland in power, would have 
been, from the Vatican’s standpoint, much 
worse than the suspension of the 
Constitution. 


FRENCH INSINUATIONS. 
From Rrvuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Friday. 

Discussions in the British Parliament 
on the Maltese question are reported in 
the Usservatore Romano, the official 
Vatican journal, without comment, but 
the newspaper reproduces a statement 
published in the Temps of Monday last 
that ‘‘the Maltese clergy have made 
common cause with the Nationalist Party 
in their struggle for the Italianisation of 
the island.’’ 

The Temps on that date further asserted 
that the British Government ‘* openly 
uccuses the Holy See of favouring Italian 
Nationalism in Malta under the cloak of 
religion.”’ 

The comment of the Osservatore 
Romano is that, in order to prevent evil 
insinuations against the Maltese clergy, 
who are “ undoubtedly most loyal to the 
British Crown,’’ it challenges the Temps 
to name only one Maltese priest who 
thinks that Malta should pass under any 
other sovereignty. 

“ The incontestable loyalty to Britain, 
both of the faithful and the clergy in 
Malta,’’ adds the O8servatore Romano, 
‘‘is.in various instances emphasised by 
documents and the White Paper, which 
several times explicitly contradicts absurd 
and malevolent insinuations such as that 
of the J'emps. 


TRIBUTES TO BRITAIN. 

The newspaper further recalls that the 
Memorandum of the Maltese Government 
on July 7th, 1929, gave credence to this 
absurdity, but the British Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, with praise- 
worthy clear-sightedness, did not even 
communicate it to the Holy See, which was 
particularly grateful on that account. 

Finally, the newspaper mentions that 
the Memorandum transmitted by the 
British Legation to Cardinal Gasparri, on 
(October Sth last year, stated that the 
British Government learned with pleasure, 
but without surprise, that the Holy See 
was doing nothing to favour the so-called 
“ Hahan Party ” in Malta. 

“It is unnecessary to add,”’ says the

THE ICELAND 
MILLENARY. 


A FAMOUS LITERATURE. 


- 


The Times of to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on the Iceland Millenary, 
says:—Since Iceland re-established her 
independence immediately after the war— 
she is bound now to Denmark solely by 
common allegiance to the same king—her 
prosperity has increased by leaps and 
bounds. In particular she is exploiting 
her lavish resources of water power, and 
her famous hot springs are being turned 
to domestic use for the heating of houses 
—a most convenient arrangement thut 
renders the installation of a boiler en- 
tirely superfluous. The Icelanders are 
great exporters of sheep and of fish, they 
and. the Norwegians being, of course, 1e- 
nowned fishers of the cod, and the fish 
manure which they export has been found 
peculiarly suitable for dressing the v.re- 
yards of France and Spain. But Iceland 
is, above all, famous for her literature. 
In her heroic period she produced prose 
poems of the most astonishing power and 
compass. 

During the first three centuries of her 
existence romance and poetry seemed to 
spring anonymously from her people. 
Honoured reciters passed from homestead 
to homestead in those primitive days, tell- 
ing brave stories of the first settlers, which 
gradually came to be set down, and so have 
been preserved to modern readers. Some 
of the sagas have a wonderful depth cf 
feeling. The prose-tales were mainly 
founded upon fact; for the nobles of the 
island jealously treasured their gene- 
ologies and traditions, and histories, dia- 
logues and theological treatises attest the 
broad culture of the early Norse incomers. 
As a historian Snorri Sturlason, twice 
President of the Republic—whose famous 
bath at Reykjaholt has been shown to the 
island’s visitors this week—was far in ad- 
vance of his times. Our knowledge of the 
early Northern peoples would be poorer 
without his great prose-epic, The Edda, 
and the equally famous Heimskringla, 
which narrates the histories of the Nor- 
wegian kings. 

A GRIM NARRATIVE. 

The earlier saga of Burnt Njal has been 
described as the first great historical 
novel. Exiled for lawlessness, fleeing 
from blood feud, or merely seeking profit- 
able adventure, its heroes voyage from 
Iceland to Norway and the Baltic and 
over to the British Isles, visiting mosi of 
the land that lies between the Orkneys 
and Dublin. The pathos and power of 
this grim narrative, its realistic character- 
drawing, and the restraint of its telling 
make it, indeed, one of the masterpieces 
of early European literature.

MASSIVE HAILSTONES.

within the Empire, óumberéd as it still is’ 


with all kinds of ‘ancient misunderstand- 
ing and prejudice, ean be examined in a 
busigesshke fashion; with cool common- 
sens@ and_without party or doctrinaire 
bias. Conducted in that ‘spirit, is it not 
surprising that the Committee’s inquiry 
into the possibilities and advantages of 
the various economic. groups open . to 
Great Britain should havé brought them 
by an independent reute ‘to the conclusion 
towards which, with impressive. unanimity, 
public opinion, both in this country and 
in the Dominions, is steadily and almost 
instinctively moving? | 

In an age of increasing organisation and 
co-operation they recognise. that Great 
Britain cannot continue to pursue a policy 
of isolation. They would, as convinced 
internationalists, hke to see the era of 
isolated national competition, the passing 
of which they regard as inevitable, 
succeeded by: an economic union of the 
whole world through the agency of the 
League of Nations; but, though they hope 
that this will come in the fulness of time, 
they recognise that it is a very distant 
hope. The question then remains with 
which of the various groups that are being, 
or are likely to be, formed Great Britain 
should be associated; and they have no 
hesitation in recommending that, apart 
from every sentimental or political con- 
sideration, Great Britain and the other 
members of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations will find their interests best served 
by forming an economic group of their 
own.

THREE AMERICANS IN THE

The King and Queen and 17,000 people 
around the centre court at Wimbledon saw 
H. W. Austin, Britain’s No. 1 player, swept 
off the court and -reg@yced to ineptitude by 
the twenty-one years old American from 
Washington University, Gregory Mangin. 
With Austin’s defeat in three sets by 9-7, 
10-8, 6-0, went England’s real hope of having 
a player in the last four of the Men’s Singles 
Championship. Austin was a great dis- 
appointment. That one of the world’s first 
ten should throw away three set points in 
the first set and no fewer than four in the 
second, was almost unbelievable. Austin led 
at 6-5 in the opening sett and forty-love. 
One point would have placed him a set up, 
but he lost the game, and Mangin, seizing 
the opportunity thus given him, ran out in 
the sixteenth game. Again in the next set 
the Englishman got to 40-15 at 7-6. Four 
times the vital point eluded him, and the 
American became two sets up. Not a game 
did Austin win in the third set. Mangin 
played some brilliant lawn tennis. His ser- 
vice was a big factor in his success, and 
he angled his volleys so acutely that Austin 
was too often not up for them. Austin played 
wall excepting in the last set, but the heart 
was taken out of him by a man who showed 
that his ground strokes were the equal of 
Austin’s. '

ALLEGED FRAUDULENT 
CONVERSION. 
ee 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Mr. James V. Lawless, former Secretary 
of the Uubhn County Council, pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment of seven counts, 
charging lim with having fraudulently con- 
verted to his own use sums of money aimount- 
ing in the: aggregate to £1,552, alleged to 
have been received by him irom the Regis- 
tration Ufficer in respect of the preparation of 
tue Electoral Reg'ster. 

Mr. ¥F, Lavery, &.C., and Mr. Finlay, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State S_licitor), 
prosecuted, and Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. 
James Cawley (instructed by Messrs. James 
U’Connor and Co.), defended. 

Mr. Finlay, K.C., opening the case for the 

rosecution, said that prior to November, 

922, the person holding the office of Secre- 
tary to the Dublin County Council was em- 
ployed on the basis of a salary, and, in ad- 
dition, he received certain fees. Un a vacancy 
occurring about that time, a proposit:on was 
made that, instead of a salary and fees being 
paid to the County Council Secretary, he 
should receive a consolidated salary, and sur- 
render to tha . County Council all statutory 
fees received by him. Early in 1925 a further 
vacancy occurred in the County Secretary- 
ship. Un May ólst of that year the defendant 
was recommended for the pcsition, and the 
County Council, by resolution, set out that 
the appointment should be at a consolidated 
salary of £1,000 a year, rising by increments 
of £25 to £1,500 a year, he to surrender all 
statutory fees received by him to the County 
Council. 

On the following day the defendant wrote 
to the Department of Local Government re- 
questing sanction to his appointment on these 
terms. The terms of his appointment in- 
cluded a provision that he was to surrender 
all fees received by him under any Statute. 

THE MAIN ISSUE. 

The main issue in the case, said counsel, 
was whether the defendant was under any 
legal obligation to pay those tees to the 
County Council. The prosecution hoped to 
make it clear that he was under a definite 
abligation to do so, and that, although recog- 
nising that himself; he had fraudulently re- 
tained those fees for his own use. 

Mr. J. Murphy, present Secretary of the 
Dublin County Council, who was the first wit- 
ness, said that he was Accountant for the 
Council for a time during the defendant's 
secretaryship. One of the schedules dealing 
with Mr. má appointment as Secre- 
tary laid it down that he was to pay into the 
Council's account all fees payable to him by 
virtue of his office. The schedule (produced) 
was in witness's own handwriting, and. was 
signed by the defendant. On “1st March, 
1929, witness received a letter, dated the 
previous day, from the defendant tender- 
ing: his resignation on the yrounds of 
ill-health. 6A doctor's certificate was en- 
closed. On the following day he received a 
letter from Messrs. O'Connor, solicitors, stat- 
ing that Mr. Lawless had never definitely 
accepted the terms submitted to him about 
his appointment, and had, in fact, refused 
to sign the agreement submitted to him. The 
letter went on to say that Mr. Lawless had 
never recognised his obligations under the 
terms relating to his handing over of the 
fees, but was prepared to refund the amount 
in dispute. out of the superannuation allow- 
ance to which he was entitled on his resigna- 
tion. It was also stated that the fees had 
been used by Mr. Lawless to pay for 
scrivenery work dono by his staff. Witness 
said that in all there was a sum of £1,552 
outstanding between the defendant and the 
County Council. 

Mr. Lavery—Between Mr. Lawless’s ap- 
‘pointment and the time of his resignation, 
did he receive his full salary as agreed at the 
beginning ’—He did. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dickie, witness said 
that he knew that Mr. Lawless should have 
aid the statutory fees into the County 

‘ouncil’s account since 1923. 
EXTRACTS FROM MINUTES. 

In the course of further cross-examination 
by Mr. Dickie, the witness read extracts 
from the minutes of the Dublin County 
Council detailing correspondence that had 

ssed between them and the defendant in 
reference to the sum of £1,552 which the 
Council claimed was due to them. In his 
letter Mr. Lawless stated that he was ad- 
vised by counsel that he had a claim to this 
money, but that he was prepared to pay it 
to the County Council at the rate of £500 
= annum, to be deducted from his salary. 

ater he wrote tendering his resignation on 
the grounds of ill-health, and asking for 
favourable consideration of his superannua- 
tion claim. His solicitors wrote offering 
that the £1,552 be deducted from his super 
annuation allowance and that he would pay 
any difference. 

Mr. Dickie asked if witness produced that 
offer to the County Council meeting at which 
the defendant's resignation was accepted. 

Witness replied that the letter was on the 
file, and the Council were aware of its 
existence, 

Mr. Dickie asked if the letter was sent to 
the Minister for Local Government, and 
witness said “No.” 

Mr. Dickie—Do you think that was fair 
to Mr. Lawless? 

Witness said that he carried 
structions of the County Councii. 

William Harrison, Chief Officer, 
Registrar's Office, produced various cheques 
paid to the defendant for registration work 
and receipts furnished by the defendant. 

The case was adjourned until Monday 
morning. ' :

EARLY POTATOES. 
KAILURE OF SETS THIS SPRING. 


The number of reports of ““ missed © 
potato sets, particularly in gardens in. the 
vicinity of Dublin, has heen abnormally high 
this spring. In certain cases investigated by 
the Department of Agriculture, the cause of 
the trouble was found to be dry rot. This 
disease frequently appears when sets, and 
particularly ' cut sets, are planted under 
adverse conditions either of soil or weather. 
During the planting season this year climatic 
conditions were bad, and in consequence 
growth was very. slow—conditions which 
were extremely favourable to the development 
of dry rot, which in many cases set in and 
destroyed the tubers before they were able 
to apts plants. 

The most satisfactory means of preventing 
this trouble 1s to sprout the seed, and plant 
only when the soil is in good condition, The 
planting of sprouted seed has this advantage. 
that apart from the avoiding of ‘‘ missed ”’ 
sets, it will result in a heavier crop which 
will be ready for digging at least a fortnight 
earlier than if unsprouted seed were planted.
